1992 Peanut Quota To Increase 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has proposed a national peanut 
poundage quota for the 1992 market- 
ing year of 1,610,000 short tons 
(3,220 million pounds), up 60,000 
short tons (120 million pounds) from 
the 1991 level. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938, as amended, required the 
national poundage quota for the 
1992 crop of peanuts to be equal to 
the quantity of peanuts that the sec- 
retary of agriculture estimates will 
be devoted to domestic edible, seed 
and related use in the 1992 market- 
ing year. It is also stipulated the quo- 
ta may be no less than 1,350,000 
short tons. 

"For the sake of the national pea- 
nut programy, an increase in quota is 
the last thing we need," said Randy 
Griggs, Alabama Peanut Producers 
Executive Secretary. "Demand was 
down significantly as a result of the 
1990 crop. This resulted in a lot of 
peanuts in the government loan pro- 
gram. The suggested increase in quo- 
ta will make it very unlikely the pea- 
nuts in the government loan will be 
redeemed and will greatly increase 
the likelihood the government pro- 
grams will suffer losses," Griggs 
said,

With the dry weather we have 
had here in Coffee County and 
around the Wiregrass, winter grazing 
has either not been planted or very 
slow in growing. With the price of 
whole cotton seed low, a big portion 
of area cattkemen are considering 
feeding whole cotton seed as a sup- 
plement to their grazing. | would 
like to take just a few paragraphs 
and give you some guidelines to use 
in feeding whole cotton seed, 

Whole cotton seed is a very high 
fat content feed. Because of this, to 
some extent, it is a self-limiting feed. 
You should not have any problems 
with feeding it to most types of beel 
cattle.
